but far more powerful boat, had no} 
trouble shaking off the dark blue 
shell, going into a two-length lead | 
before the halfway mark was 
reached and pulling up to the fin- | 
ish line more than four lengths in | 
front. 

Running up the 11th consecutive 
victory, a record of straight wins 
that has never been approached 
since the race began in 1829, the 
Cambridge eight more than fulfilled | 
the expectations of its supporters. | 
SURE OF RACE 

After making sure of the race, 
the big light blue crew went on to 
smash the 23-year-old record for 
the race set by Oxford by 26 sec- | 
onds. | 

A multitude of people that had | 
gathered on the banks for the 
championship race saw the unlucky 
Oxford crew that had been forced 
to make numerous changes in its | 
line-up as late as two weeks before | 
the race attempt to make a struggle 
of it only to succumb to a much 
more powerful eight, one of the fin- | 
est crews Cambridge has ever turn- 
ed out.

Surprise Move Calls for 
Revision, Reduction of 
Alberta Expenditures 


Throwing a bombshell into the 
ranks of the government, and 
threatening for 3 time to hold up 
the consideration of estimates, W. 
Harry Ross, Liberal member for 
Calgary on “Friday afiernoon 
moved to have the estimates sent 
back to the government for re- 
vision with instructions that a 
sum of $550,000 be lopped off. 

In supporting the motion, W. R. 
Howson stated that the taxpayers’ 
position was parlous, and that 
compared to 1921 they were in bad 
shape, while the records showed 
that the government in 1933 had 
collected over $6,000,000 more than 
had been collected in 1921. Taking 
into comparison the two years, he 
thought that with double the reve- 
nue from local taxation the tax- 
payers should not be called on to 
bear such a heavy burden, and 
urged the cut, 

The move threw government 
ranks into consternation and there 
were hurried conferences between 
the ministers. Premier Brownlee, 
who was out of the house, was sent 
for, and on his arrival the govern- 
ment forced a vote. Conservatives 
lined up solidly with Liberals for 
the cut, but the whole weight of 
the government and Labor forces 
was thrown against the motion, 
which was defeated,

MOSCOW, March

Kashgar itself was virtually sack- 
ed during the combat, which took 
place when Tungan detashments 
attacked the town and rescued a 
garrison of Tungan, besieged in a 
fortress there by independent gov- 
ernment troops. 


FIRE ON CONSULATE 


The latter forces, attempting a 
counter attack, were beaten back, 
and in retreating sought refuge 
near the British consulate, which 
was fired on by victorious Tungans 
with a number of fatalities and cas- 
ualties among its personnel, 

Retreating independently, the 
government troops joined scattered 
detachments under the Emir of 
Chotan and occupied Jarkent, while 
partisan groups of Uygurs and Kir- 
ghiz, supporting the independent 
government forces, took positions 
on roads and cut off Kashgar. 

Meanwhile, General Machuing, 
leader of the Kashgar independent 
government troops, was reported 
marching on Kashgar with rem- 
nants of his army. 

The dispatch added British agents 
in Kashgar, Chotan, and Jarkent— 
three strategic towns in southwest- 
ern Sinkiang—have advocated uni- 
fication of these three districts into 
an independent Moslem domain 
ruled by an_ unidentified Moslem 
prince from British India. 

It is reported this advice conflict- 
ed with “Japanese Plans” in Sin- 
kiang.

“What statutes, or part or portion 
of what statutes passed since the 
year 1921 have been declared ultra 
vires?” 

The answer given by the attorney 
general was that “No legislation 
initiated by the government since 
1921 has been declared ultra vires.” 

Mr, Giroux contended that the 
Succession Duties Act had been 
amended in 1927 and that the attor- 
ney general himself had doubtless 
introduced the measure himself 
“and he knows well what the Privy 
Council said about the action as 
amended by him.” 

Replying to an assertion 
attorney general that “the Mine 
Owners’ Tax Act, passed by the 
Liberal government in 1918 and re- 
enacted in 1923 was declared ultra 
vires,’ Mr. Giroux again attacked 
him 

“The Mine Owners Tax Act, 1918, 
was never declared ultra vires,” 
said Mr, Giroux. “The Act of 1923 
enacted by the present government 
repealing the Act of 1918 was an 
Act, but it imposed the tax on a 
different charging basis. That 
was declared ultra vires by 
Privy Council.”

Inscribed on the memorial are the 
words: “His work on coal, petrol- 
eum and natural gas a lasting 
inspiration to students of geology.” 
Dr. J. A. Allen, head of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta geology depart- 
ment, and a personal friend of Dr, 
| Dowling, gave an interesting 
;count of the life and work of his 
| noted colleague. “Dr. Dowling was 
a member of the Canadian Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy from 1904 
until his death in 1925, and was 
| president of the body in 1918-1919.” 


AUTHORITY ON COAL 

“He was instrumental in having 
a branch of the society opened in 
Edmonton after he had investigated 
the .Fort Norman oil fields.” This 
office was later moved to Calgary 
after the Turner Valley fields be-

“Dr. Dowling made extensive use 
of photography in drawing geolog- 
ical maps and his film work is of 
the highest order.

What with “red-blooded Americans” on the 
rampage in California and Aryan hosts in Ger- 
many ready to club anyone who isn’t quick on 
the “heil Hitler,” the only safe holiday resort 
is among the enchanted islands of the B.C. coast. 

A much more distinguished and authorita- 
tive American than the Los Angeles “judge” 
says the stronger sex is woman. The speaker is 
Dr. William J. Mayo of the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester. 

It isn’t a choleric judgment like that of the 
“judge” who sees red at thought of the pug- 
native duties of “red-blooded Americans.” It's 
the result of a check-up of 300,000 cases on file 
at the Mayo Clinic. 

While football players and wrestlers can 
excel women athletes in feats of strength, men 
become more frequent victims of diseases of 
the digestive tract, the lungs, kidneys, brain 
and of functional, diseases than do women. 

During the influenza epidemic some years 
ago more women than men were affected, but 
more men than women died from it. In virtually 
every community there are more widows than 
widowers. 

Overwork, alcoholism, “tobacco heart” in- 
dustrial hazards, and irregular habits of sleep- 
ing and eating reduce the resistance of men 
below that of women. Life seems to even the 
balance without the Los Angeles “judge” urg- 
ing red-blooded Americans into assault and 
battery on general principles. 

Advances in the science of war will enable 
women to serve on the battlefield equally as 


well as men, Time was, before the invention 
of gunpowder that the soldier had to be a 
highly skilled tradesman at his work. ‘In the 


late war he still had to be physically strong, 


though mental abilities were not required. 
“Theirs not to reason why; theirs but to do 
and, die.” 


Yow with gas warfare, flame throwers, elec- 
tric death rays, aerial bombing and such like, 
women will be as useful as men for combative 
work requiring skill and a readiness to die 
rather than muscularity. Carl Ketchum. tells 
me that in all the Russian battalions there is a 
sprinkling of women soldiers. 

Cities will no lenger be safe for non-com- 
batants, so that until the wisdom of the world 
works out an agreement for disarmament and 
universal peace, women will be just as safe and 
greatly more useful in active service than stay- 
ing at home. Perhaps the conscription of women 
for military service together with conscription 
of wealth, will usher in the era of universal 
peace. 

The loss of ten military pilots in winter air- 
mail service been sufficient to bring a 
modification of the Roosevelt order that the 
military air force fly the U.S. air mail service. 
There may be nothing to the suggestion of 
sabotage or to the suggestion that the military 
planes are not all they might be. The modified 
order shows Roosevelt big enough to back up 
when he fears a mistake. The experience may 
save United States many a brave pilot in the 
event of war.

“Behind the Smoke Screen” by Brig. General 
P. R. C, Grove, C.B, C.M.G., D.S.O., in which 
he tells how not ten, but literally thousands of 
untrained British boys were sacrificed in the 
alr service during 1917 and the early months of 
1918, Expressing serious doubt as tu whether 
the true figures of war losses in the air have 
ever been disclosed by the British authorities, 
General Grove questions whether the with- 
drawn figure of 18,000 is high enough. 

Strongly criticizing General Lord Trench- 
ard, head of the wartime flying service, Gen- 
eral Grove says: 

“Thousands of inexperienced lads were 
shot down by more experienced enemy 
pilots. Many owing to their lack of training, 
did not survive even a week. They were 
driven like sheep to the slaughter, the 
losses in some units amounting to more than 
100 per cent in a month.” 

One squadron commander told him that his 
pilots “went west so rapidly that he never had 
time to get to know them.” Squadron 48 of 
the R.F.C,, he says, suffered more than 500 per 
cent casualties in the first half of 1917. 

Pilots of the Royal Naval Air Force, he says, 
flew the same type of plane as the R.F.C., but 
were able to meet and consistently defeat the 
Germans in the air, owing to better training. 
What a different tale might have been told if 
British flyers before the war had been trained 
in the rigors of airmail flying?

Mucous Colitis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Sometimes I believe that the most discour~ 
aged patients in the world are those with colitis. 
Read over the letter 1 have just received from 
a young woman with colitis: “I am so ‘blue’ 
that I don’t know which way to turn. My 
trouble is colitis and I am aware of a dull ache 
on the lower left side of the 
abdomen which often grows 
worse until the whole abdo- 
men is sore and tender. I 
find my meals do not agree 
with me, I am always tired, 
and I notice that I have gas, 
am weak and nervous, and 
am bothered with a rapid 
banging of my heart. Part of 
the time I struggle with con- 
stipation and then I have 
diarrhea with several watery

movements a day, pass a great deal of slimy 


mucus and feel the pain grow worse. It has 
gotten so I just live to watch and see what 
new thing is the matter with me.” 

The above description of colitis is a good 
one and undoubtedly comes from one who has 
learned the symptoms by actual, first-hand 
experience. I am very glad that the person con- 
cerned wrote to me in care of the paper in 
which she reads my articles, as I was able to 
mail her an article on colitis, and also a diet, 
which I sincerely hope will help her to get well. 

Colitis is a curable disorder, although the 
cure may take some time and the patient must 
be willing to follow directions for as long as is 
necessary to return to complete good health. 
Mucous colitis means an inflammation of the 
large intestine or colon and it is said to occur 
just five times as often among women as among 
men. It is rather rare in Europe and is most 
frequently found among those who live in cities, 
are constipated and who are always in a hurry. 

While lack of intestinal elimination or con- 
stipation is one of the main causes, neverfheless, 
the taking of laxatives or cathartics which irri- 
tate the colon must be considered as a contri- 
buting cause. 

The disease is marked by a discharge of 
mucus; the patient notices shreds of soft, white 
mucus which look about like egg white. The 
stools are watery and periods of diarrhea alter- 
nate with periods of constipation. At the height 
of the attack, the pain may grow severe and 
resembles colicky cramps. At other times, the 
pain is like a dull, dragging ache. The patient 
with colitis may notice an increase in distress 
after eating foods which are chemically irritat- 
ing such as hot spices, or after eating those 
containing a great deal of roughage, such as 
bran and green corn. 

A general outline of the treatment I advise 
is as follows: The patient is to use a short fast 
which will assist in lessening the inflammation. 
If any soreness is present, he will find that hot 
applications over the entire abdomen will prove 
nothing. He is to use the enema each day, tak- 
ing the water as hot as it can be borne. After 
the fast, continue the daily enema and follow 
a careful diet. 

If you wish more complete information re- 
garding colitis, I suggest that you write to me in 
care of this newspaper and enclose one large 
self-addressed envelope and 6c in stamps. I 
will be glad to send you my article on Mucous 
Colitis together with the Cleansing Diet and 
the article giving the instructions for taking the 
enema.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1834, St. Pat- 
rick’s Society was organized at 
Montreal, It is a curious thing 
how the year 1834 saw the crea- 
tion of so many national societies 
in Canada, The Province of Can- 
ada was then going through a 
period of acute political crisis and 
the leaders of the various groups 
saw a need for self-preservation. 
In Lower Canada there were two 
camps—the Anglo-Saxon com- 
munity and the French Canad- 
jans. The former had the Con- 
stutional Association, but this was 
more political than racial or 
economical, and was not sufficient 
especially in view of the tide of 
immigration then flowing into 
Canada. The need was felt for or- 
ganizations which would look 
afier the material needs of the 
new comers and at the same time 
act as a bulwark for the various 
elements of the population 

Thus 1834 was a year of na- 
tional organization in Montreal— 
St, Patrick's Society on March 17; 
St. Georges Society, date un- 
known, but the first quarterly 
meeting was held January 10, 
1835; St. Jean Baptiste Society, 
June 24; and St, Andrew's Society, 
projected, December 1, but not 
actually organized until January 
17, 1835, but otill a product of 1834, 
as was also a German society in 
1835. There were the first nation- 
al organizations in Montreal. 
There had, of course, been nation- 
al banquets on St. Patrick's, St. 
George's and St, Andrew's nights, 
but these were just jollifications 
and not organizations. 

According to a copy of the con- 
stitution of St. Patrick's Society,

Montreal, printed in 1836 (the 
original records were destroyed 
by fire) the society was organized 
on broad lines, those eligible for 
membership being “Irishmen and 
those of Irish descent of all 
classes and of all creeds resident 
in the District of Montreal” and 
it was stipulated that “no subject 
relating to religion or politics 
shall be discussed at any meeting 
of the society,” (which must have 
been mighty difficult in those 
troublous days.) 

The names of the original of- 
ficers cannot be told, Those in 
1836 were: President, Benjamin 
Holmes (then cashier, or as we 
would say General Manager of 
the Bank of Montreal); first vice 
president, Thomas A. Begley; sec- 
ond vice president, Sidney Pel- 
lingham; treasurer, J. M, Tobin; 
corresponding secretary, C. Swe- 
eney; recording secretary, James 
McGowan; chaplain, Rev. P, 
Phelan, then the priest for the 
Irish community of Montreal and 
afierwards a liary Birhop of 
Kingston; physicians, Drs. Craw- 
ford and Workman. There was a 
committee of management of six 
and a relief committee of 12. 

In 1856, for some unstated rea- 
son, the Protestants seceded and 
formed the Irish Protestant Ben- 
evolent, which will join this year 
in the celebration of the cen- 
tenary of the founding of the par- 
ent society. Further details of the 
various national organizations of 
Montreal may be found in the 
History of Montreal, by Dr. W. H. 
Atherton, a new volume of which, 
bringing it up to date, is now-in 
preparation

The Syren and Shipping of London in its issue of February 21, 
carries an article which should be of great interest and profit to 
Canadian cattle raisers. The article which is entitled, “An Historic 


Event,” reads: 


“The consignment of New Zealand chilled beef which arrived 
in the Blue Star liner Sultan Star last week has more than ful- 
filled the hopes of all concerned. Although it is not the first cargo 
of chilled beef from the Dominion, it has several features which 


should make it a landmark in the 


history of the carriage of perish- 


able goods by sea. The 1,300 quarters of which the shipment was 
composed were stowed in three holds equipped with brine circula- 
tion equipment, two of them being filled with 100 per cent of 
CO2 and the third with no gas at all. We understand from the 
Blue Star Line that the meat carried in the third chamber, in 
which no gas was used, was in rather better condition than that 
in the others, Moreover, the cargo included a large number of 
forequarters, which are much more difficult to carry than the 
hind quarters, and have not figured in previous shipments. It is 
highly significant that in the chamber without gas there was a 
preponderance of forequarters, so that the conditions in this hold 
have undergone the severest possible test. Another feature of the 
shipment was that for the first time no special hatch covering was 
employed, the ordinary wooden covers and tarpaulins having been 


found quite adequate. The meat 


was 35 days at sea, or 37 days

field in a highly satisfactory condition, Although the venture was 
largely an experimental one, the meat was marketed in the 
ordinary way of business, and fetched from 1d. to 144d. per lb.

Golf In Arctic Makes 
Good Fiction Background 


OPULAR American authors are discov- 
ering Canada. James Oliver Cure 
wood’s latest book is called “The Plains of 
Abraham,” and a few days ago Courtney 
Riley Cooper passed through Toronto on his 
way north to gather material for a novel for 
one of the world’s biggest weeklies. 

“Your northland furnishes the finest of 
all studies in contrast,’ he said. “People 
living in little houses, fighting the wilder- 
ness on the last frontier, fighting the old 
battle of the pioneer—while over their heads 
the planes of the forest patrol are flying; fast 
trains are slipping past.” 

Not bad from an American writer of 
frontier tales, but then Mr. Cooper, in earlier 
Canadian trips, had seen more speed cops 
than mounties, more locomotives than dog 
teams. He tells of paddling on a northern 
lake and approaching a Hudson’s Bay post. 

“I noticed a second flag,” he said, “and 
told ny partner I thought it was a golf flag. 
He laughed at me. But when we got closer 
we saw that that’s what it was. The factor 
had made himself a little rough golf course 
and had taught an Indian how to play.” 

He finds the north country an excellent 
place for collecting fiction that Americans 
cat up, because romance has been driven to 
the woods by the realism of American ma- 
chinery. Readers were preferring hard 
bushmen to hard-boiled bandits. 

And a thrill he’s going to give them in 
his next novel. It’s going to be a novel of 
fear—fear of the forests, where a civilized 
man feels the immensity of the primitive 
that he has left so far behind him, as an 
aviator may look down upon the earth’s vast 
indifference from height to which physical 
science has permitted him to climb. 

“A fear that I felt one night,” he tells. 
“We had been fishing all day. There was a 
forest fire in the vicinity and the sun looked 
liked a tarnished silver dollar, but we were 
in the middle of a big patch of water and it 
didn’t look as though we were going to be 
bothered. We heard a flying boat several 
times during the day. 

“That night I woke up suddenly. There 
was red all around us. The trees seemed on 
fire. I called to my partner: ‘Get up, the 
fire’s on us.’ We jumped up, and then we 
saw that the red glow upon the trees was the 
reflection from a big campfire on the shore 
of the lake not far away. It was a party of 
fire rangers who had been brought in during 
the day by the flying boat.” 

Cooper is a saturnine, pleasant fellow, 
with a youthful clever face and an almost 
totally bald head. When he takes his hat off 
you are amazed, hastily and hopelessly try= 
ing to revise your estimate of his age.

Governor's'Man' Seamstress and Bull-Fighter 


TEPHEN VALLAR, a wiry, seventy-five- 
year-old animal trainer and stage ma- 
gician, now living in Canada, was in his 

youth outrider to Lord Napier, then gover- 
nor of Gibraltar. 

“Being outrider to a governor,” says Mr. 
Vallar, “is a sort of cross between the es- 
quire who rode with a knight of the middle 
ages and the ‘pistol-secretary’ of a twentieth 
century gangster, You were his man, lock, 
stock and barrel, 

At nine years of age Vallar was a home- 
less orphan, wandering the English country- 
side in search of a job. He got one, as groom 
in the stables of Major Jerry of Bedford- 
shire, a veteran of the Crimean wars and a 
keen fox-hunting man, Before the year 
was out, Stephen was a hard-as-nails hunts- 
man, riding a spare horse for the major, 
risking his neck at every jump. 

At twelve he came to Canada and rode 
as a jockey on most of the tracks here and 
in the United States. 

At seventeen he returned to England, a 
cocky, wiry and worldly-wise lad, afraid of 
nothing on two or four legs. He had more 
than his share of courage, instilled into him 
by stark experience, and this at an age when 
most boys are still in school, In 1882, aged 
22, he joined the East Surrey regiment ir 
treland and went with them to Gibraltar. 

Shortly after the East Surreys had quar- 


tered in the garrison of the great fortress, a 
horse threw and killed the personal outrider 
of Lord Napier, Gibraltar’s governor, 
Stephen Vallar was given the job. 

Often Stephen Vallar was appointed to 
ride out with Lady Napier and her women 
guests. He mentions one such ride which 
illustrates what queer duties an outrider 
may be called upon to perform.

the Province of Moray, and during 
the reign of Malcolm IV was trans- 
ferred to Strathtay. 

The earliest spelling was Nectan, 
of Pictish derivation. The Mac- 
Naughtons were as far back as the 
twelfth century, styled as proprie- 
tors of Strathtay, and thanes of 
Lochtay. In the thirteenth cen- 
tury they owned great estates in 
Argyllshire. The principal seat of 
the clan chiefs was the Castle of 
Dundarave on Loch Fyne. 

At the beginning of the four- 
teenth century, Donald, the chfef 
of the clan MacNaughton, joined 
the MacDougalls of Lord against 
Robert Bruce, and when Bruce be- 
came the victor and ascended the 
throne of Scotland, much of the 
MacNaughton possessions were for- 
feited, passing into the possession 
of the Campbells. Later on, how- 
ever, through a friendship of 
Bruce’s son, King David II, and 
Duncan, the son of Donald Mace 
Naughton, the family recouped 
some of their lost fortunes. Alex- 
ander, the son of Duncan, acquired 
large estates on the Island of Lewis. 

Alexander MacNaughton was 
chief of the clan during the reign of 
James IV, and was knighted. He 
was in the famous Battle of Flod- 
den Field and fell with his sov- 
ereign. The MacNaughtons were 
loyal supporters of the Stuarts dur- 
ing the wars between King Charles 
and Parliament and were again 
forced to forfeit much of their pos- 
sessions.

And third, the hair itself must be 
| kept in the best possible condition. 
There are a good many colors 
that may be worn to advantage by 
the gray-haired damsel. No drab 
\hues, of course, but soft ones that 
are flattering. Of all these shades, 
the best are soft blues, rose, gray, 
black, white and soft greens. The 
face, of course, should be kept as 
youthful as possible. The skin 
should be kept soft and clear by 
proper cleansing and lubrication. 
And the natural coloring of the face 
should be accentuated by the proper 
use of soft, warm make-up tints, 
The hair itself requires plenty of 
care to be beautiful. For gray hair 
so easily tends to become streaked 
or to acquire a yellowish tinge. And 
to be really beautiful, gray hair 
must be a halo of shining silver or 
snowy whiteness. When gray hair 
has become streaked or tinged with 
yellow, however, bluing rinses are 
excellent for correcting the condi- 
tion. It is best first to give the hair 
a hot oi] treatment and a thorough 
shampoo, Then a rather deep so- 
lution of hair bluing should be 
made and used as the last rinse, If 
the bluing rinse alone proves insuf- 
ficient to remove all yellow streaks, 
peroxide and salt should be used on 
the streaks first, and then a bluing 
rinse administered as the final step.

Much has been learned in the last 
few years about the vitamin con- 
tent of eggs, particularly the egg 
yolk, and one noted doctor who 
specializes in nutrition advocates an 
egg a day along with orange juice 
and a quart of milk and the usual 
normal diet suggested for health 
and growth, 

Properly cooked eggs are easily 


digested and can be served to an 
entire family from the baby up. 
This does not mean that a small 
child may eat “deviled” eggs, or 
fried eggs or eggs served in any 
of the highly seasoned sauces. But 
it does mean that he may have 
poached eggs, eggs soft cooked in 
the shell, eggs hard cooked in the 
shell, carefully scrambled eggs, 
baked eggs, baked omelets and 
shirred eggs. 

Keep in mind that eggs always 
are cooked at a low temperature. 


SOFT AND HARD COOKING 

To soft cook an egg in the shell, 
lower in carefully into enough boil- 
ing water to cover it, reduce heat 
and let stand five to eight minutes. 
Do not let hte water bubble. To 
hard cook an egg, let it stand in 
hot water just at the boiling point, 
not bubbling, for 30 minutes, The 


yolk of the egg cooked in this fash- 
ion is dry, crumbly and mealy and 
easily digested and the white firm 
and tender. 

In planning meals in which eggs 
figure as the main dish, do not serve 
a dessert rich in eggs, such as cust- 
ard or souffle. 

Many grown-ups will welcome 
eggs if mushrooms are added for 
flavor. A bit of anchovy paste also 
adds yest to the mildly flavored 
egg. Poached eggs on a bed of hot, 
nicely seasoned spinach served with 
Hollandaise sauce make an attrac~ 
tive “piece de resistance” for the 
Lenten season as the most fastidi- 
ous may desire.

Total revenue derived from the 
natural resources branches of the 
provincial government during 1933 
otalled $995,087.21, of which amount 
$519,344.14 was charged against ad-| 
ministration, according to inform- | 
ation given in the legislature by 
Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial treasurer 
at tbe request of A. P. Mitchell, 
Liberal, Leduc. The net return on} 
the year was $476,743.07. 

The mining lands branch returned 
a total of $441,324.85 with the school 
lands branch second in volume of 
return, with $251,504.15. The timber 
and grazing branch yielded $166,- 
216.28. Other branches yielded 
smaller revenues. 

In response to another question, 
Mr. Mitchell was informed that 662 | 
original school land purchase con- | 
tracts had been changed to leases | 
and 1167 had been cancelled. 


PROPERTY INSURANCE 

Total government property insur- 
ance as at February 28 last was $1,- 
107,763 on a one year basis and $7,- 
457,641 for three years, the whole 
being in the insurance branch, the 
Liquor Control Board and the Al- 
berta Government Telephones. 

The amount of the premium cov- 
ering insurance in force on Febru-

$10,082,000 


$8,082,600 Now Outstand- 
ing to Dominion Gov'’t., 
Minister Says 


Gross borrowings by the provin- 
cial government from the Dominion, 
total $10,082,000, of which there is 
now outstanding $8,082,000, accord- 
ing to information brought down in 
the legislature by Hon. R. G. Reid, 
provincial treasurer, at the request 
of Hugh J, Montgomery, Liberal, 
Wetaskiwin. Almost the entire 
amount was for unemployment or 
other relief. . 

In answer to a question as to 
whether the province has any ar- 
rangement or agreement with the 
Dominion for further financing, the 
Minister replied that “the Domin- 
ion government has not committed 
itself to any general agreement, but 
is continuing to consider applica- 
tions.” 

COMMENCED DEC., 1931 

The borrowings under considera- 
tion commenced on Dec, 1, 1931, 
when there was obtained a loan of 
$1,000,000 for unemployment relief, 
bearing interest at five and one 
quarter per cent and as in the case 
of all subsequent loans, treasury 
bills were given as security. 

On this loan, $500,000 was repaid 
and the balance was renewed until 
Dec. 1 next at five per cent. 

On Dec. 23, 1931 there was a 
borrowing of $320,000 to meet pay- 
ments due in New York. 

The next borrowing was on Jan. 
13, 1932, when the amount was 
$2,380,000 for refunding a portion of 
$3,000,000 treasury bills due Jan. 15. 
On the same day there was a loan 
of $442,000 to meet payments in 
New York. 

On Feb, 9, 1932 and again on 
April 15 of the same year there were 
borrowings of $1,000,000 on each 
occasion for unemployment relief. 
On Aug, 1 there was $500,000 bor- 
rowed to help Edmonton and Cal- 
gary. On Sept. 1 unemployment 
relief necessitated a further bor- 
rowing of $1,000,000 with another 


$200,000 BORROWED 

On Jan. 3, 1933, there was borrow- 
ed $200,000 to assist Edmonton and 
Calgary, May 1 saw a borrowing 
of $500,000 for unemployment relief 
and on Oct. 1 there was $600,000 
borrowed to help Edmonton and 
Calgary. The last borrowing listed 
was on Dec. 11, 1933 when another 
$1,000,000 was obtained for unem- 
ployment relief.

“Then there is the hope for trade 
policies to solve the problem, by 
importing more from Europe in ex- 
But again, does 
anyone think this can be worked 
out in four or five years?” 

To those who argued that pro- 
duction should not be curtailed 
while overhead remained high and 
that all wheat obtainable would be 
required to meet obligations, he 
said that Russia had adopted this 
policy the year it forced on the 
market 100,000,000 bushels and the 
Russian delegate at the 1933 con- 
ference admitted it was a mistake. 
It would have been wiser to have 
held back and improved the world 
market. 


TRYING TO STOP COLLAPSE 
“Tt is a matter of price only,” said 
the premier. “If we have a fair 


crop this year and nothing is done 
and under hedging pressure wheat 
falls back to low levels with dis- 
astrous results to business, I am 
not going to be blamed for not 
having tried to do something to 
prevent it.” 

In the matter of differences in 
crop yields in the last few years, 
he said this was a matter for work- 
ing out in quotas. On the subject 
of what was to be done with lands 
as a result of acreage reduction, he 
said that the coarse grain situation 
provided a good solution, 

The Premier reviewed the vari- 
out conferenées that had been held 
in many different countries, com- 
mencing in 1930, to discuss the 
wheat situation. The London Agrec- 
ment was the ultimate outcome of 
a move by the Argentine in the 
fall of 1932, he said. 

In the meantime Canada was not 
inactive. Realizing the problem 
arising, the three provinces, more 
than a year ago, joined in forming 
the Wheat Problems Committee, of 
which C, W. Peterson, Calgary, was 
the Alberta representative. Sev- 
eral meetings were held and fin- 
ally in May of 1933 the three prairie 
premiers met at Winnipeg Any 
who now wondered at the action 
taken should recall conditions as 
they then were. 


RECALLS CONDITIONS 


He recalled conditions, which in- 
dicated a larger crop than there 
had been for several years 

This conference had resulted in a 
telegram being sent to Premier R, 
B. Bennett that ‘sume plan of cur- 
tailment of wheat production in or 
exports from the four principal ex- 
porting countries is essential to 
price increase’ and pledging gov- 
ernment support to the matter, as 
well as urging that early discus- 
sion take place at the conference in 
London. 

The Premier then briefly review- 
ed the world situation as it existed 
in August of 1933; when the Eco- 
nomic Conference re-convened after 
adjournment to consider the agree- 
ment. 

Compared to pre-war days, Euro- 
pean acreage was up. The four 
main exporting nations were up in 
acreage to the extent of 40,000,000 
acres and Russia was back in the 
picture as an exporting nation. 

Whereas the carryover in 1923-24 
was averaging from 200,000,000 to 
300,000,000 bushels in four export- 
ing countries, it had increased by 
fag to more than 700,000,000 bush- 
els. 

Canada's carryover on July 1, last 
was more than 200,000,000 bushels, 
about the same as in the four ex- 
porting countries combined in 1923- 
1924, 

In 1923-1927 the carryover was 
little more than one-third of the 
annual import demand but in 1933 
it was nearly 170,000,000 bushels 
more than one year’s demand. 

“All the argument in the world 
cannot overcome these simple facts 
and these figures do not include 
Russia that two years ago exported 
100,000,000 bushels and this year 
will export about 30,000,000 bushels 
and may be a large factor in the 
future,” he said, 

This was the situation faced by 
the London Conference. 2 

At the conclusion of his address, 
the Premier said that while he did 
not pose as an expert farmer, he 
would be glad to answer any ques- 
tions to the best of his ability. 

Col, F. C. Jamieson, Conservative, 
Edmgnton, asked what plan it was 
proposed to adopt next July, to 
which the Premier replied that de- 
tails had not yet been worked out. 
He hoped the Dominion would es- 
tablish a central board and each 
farmer would make his deliveries 
on a stipulated basis, with only a 
percentage accepted at the elev- 
ators, 

A, M. Matheson, U.F.A., Vegre- 
ville, asked why the western farmer

COLD COINS 


MUST NOT BE, 


MELTED DOWN 


New Mint Regulations 
Told by Canada’s Minis- 
ter of Finance 


OTTAWA, March 17—An effort to 
further discourage the melting | 
down of gold coins which are legal 
tender in Canada is made by the 


minister of finance in the new regu- 
lations for. the receipt of gold bul- 
lion at the royal mint in Ottawa, 
which becomes effective on Monday 
next. 

In future old jewelry and dental 
scrap will not be purchased if it 
has been melted or otherwise treat- 
ed in such a way as to prevent its 
origin being readily recognized. 

Another new regulation is the} 
application of @ handling charge of 
25 cents per fine ounce on aii newly } 
mined gold deposits containing 50} 
ounces or more. Gn smaller deposits 
and all deposits of old goid, the 
charge will be $1.00 per ounce. This 
charge takes care of the quarter. of 
one per cent charged in the United | 
States for handling, and also the | 
Canadian handling charges, includ- 
ing shipping charges. 

The regular mint charges are ad- | 
ditional, these being unchanged for 
melting and assaying and practic- 
ally unchanged for refining. 

The mint at Ottawa is open to re- 
ceive deposits of newly-mined gold 
and such other gold as approved for 
purchase by the minister. The 
maximum weight of ingots is fixed 
at 1,500 Troy ounces, and the min- | 
imum deposit is one ounce fine | 

The gold is assayed and an in- 
itial payment is made at the rate of 
20.67 the fine ounce, less the mint 
charges. An additional payment is 
made to the depositor when the 
gold is sold by the Department of 
Finance at the world market price 
outside of Canada.

OLD TIME TUNES 


When German voices are raised in 
churches singing psalm 87, the 
words they sing when translated 
into English will be “The Lord 
loveth the heights of Germania 
more than foreign places.” 


sentence reads: “The Lord loveth 
the gates of Zion more than all the 
dwellings of Jacob.” A few verses 
later we find in the psalm, “I will 
make mention of Rahab and Baby- 
lon to them that know me; behold 
Phisistia, and Tyre with Ethiopia.” 


The new German version of this| 


verse is, “I will make mention of the 
Odenwald and the oak of the 
Baltic; of the Volga, Euphrates and 
Ganges.” 


These verses are found in the) 


latest production of a would-be 
Germanic Christian, Wilhelm Teudt. 


| He calls his book “God Songs of 


German People.” People have al- 
ways spoken of spring-songs and 
war-songs, he pleads, why not 
therefore introduce the word “God- 
song.” He has pruned, compressed, 
joined together, and in some cases 
rewritten the originals, and the re- 
sult is 75 German songs in place of 
150 Jewish psalms, In his preface 
Herr Teudt, justifies the production 
of his Teutonic anthology. 

He declares that the Old Testa- 
ment, though not to be rejected 
altogether, should be purified of its 
Jewish elements; Jewish place- 
names and family names, he says, 
“tend an unnatural 
intercourse with God"; hence the 
absence of all names, even that of 
David, from the next text; only in 
the case of the 87th psalm has Herr 
Teudt given a teutonic flavor to the 
and retained names. He is 
also careful to hide from the sing- 
ers of his songs the worldliness of 
parts of the psalms and in‘his index 
attaches asterisks to any song 
which specially deals with the sub- 
ject of “Volksgemeinschaft” (na- 
tional community). 

In his preface Herr Teudt warns 
all fundamentalists to put his book 
down at once. He explains among 
other things that the Christian re- 
ligion only gained its hold on the 
nations through its anti-Semitic 
spirit. Lest it should be thought 
that the new psalmist is a bellicose 
newcomer to the ranks of Teutonic 
Christians it is only fair to quote 
one of his most sensible remarks 
“Unbearable above all in the
